EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In line 9 of claim 1, "pull-down" has been replaced with -pull-up-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-12 
are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 3 wherein the mixer comprises a pull-up BJT (Q2) having a base fed with a first 
dc base current (IB2) and a second signal (V2); and a pull-down BJT (Q1) having a 
base fed with a second dc base current (IB1 ) larger than the first dc base current (IB2) 
and a first signal (V1) in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims 
and any intervening claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
